The then 17-year old still won the race and, two weeks later the 
championship. From there, he’s rarely slowed down. AMoto2™ 
World Championship was achieved in 2012, and he confirmed his 
place in history by winning the MotoGP™ title at his first attempt in 
2013. In recent years, the Spaniard from Cervera has combined 
b ra i ns a n d maturity with h is b I isteri ng s p ee d a n d oth er wo rl dly ta lent 
Five premier cl ass titl es — i n cl u din g th e past three in a row- are the 
res u It. 0 n ly G i a co mo Ag ostin i a nd Va I enti n o Ross i h ave wo n mo re. 
The 26-year old had "aggressive' and "complicated' surgery to 
repair a badly damaged I eft shoulder last December. His winter has 
centred around rehabilitation.

Lorenzo has come a long way since May, 2 0 02, when he had to ship 
the first day of practice in orderto legally qualify for his first 125 
Grand Prix, which, fittingly, came atJerez. That weekend, the then 
15-year old finished 22nd after qualifying 33 rd, not exactly numbers 
thatspelled outgreatness. ButLorenzo's timeinthesmaller cl asses 
was brief and spectacular. He graduated to MotoGP™ as a double 
25Occ Would Champion, thanks to convincingtitle wins in 2006 and 
2007. By then he was a fully-formed champion, claiming three 
successive podiums and a debut win in his first three MotoGP™ 
races for Yamaha. It came as no great surprise that he went on to 
win three MotoGP™ World Titles [2010, 2012 and 2015) for the 
Japanese factor/, overcoming modern greats such as Dani 
Pedrosa, Casey Stoner and Valentino Rossi to do so. A move to 
Ducatifor2017 gained three more wins, but a title challenge never 
materialised. Now, in 2019, Lorenzo now calls Repsol Honda his 
home, where early indications suggest he will be more than a 
handful for new team-mate Marc Marquez.

For two years, Dovizioso has proved to be Marc Marquez's 
g re atest ri va l-in-ch ief. Wh i le p e rf ormances i n 2 01 7 m ay h a ve come 
as a surprise, his form in the second half of 2018 ensured his 
previous success was no one-season wonder and he's here to 
stay at the top. Eleven wins in the past 33 races make him the 
second most successful rider in MotoGP™^ Michelin era (post- 
2016). Considering his earlier career this newfound status at 32 
years of age is still nearunprecedented. T[ie wily Italian won the 
2004125cc World Championship and pushed Jorge Lorenzo hard 
in two i mpressive : b ut uIti mate ly u nsuccessf ul 2 5Occ campaigns in 
2006 and2007. But his performances in MotoGP™ from 2003 to 
2012 only occasionally suggested greatness. Now with the full 
support of Ducati behind him, Dovizioso views 2019 as his best 
chance to claim the premier class crown to date.

Of MotoGP™^ 22 full-time competitors, Petrucci has had the most 
unusual ascent of all. Afomner European Superstock runner-up in 
2011, the stocky Italian switched to MotoGP in 2012, where he 
rode the underpowered lodaRacing Project CRT Aprilia. Who, 
then, could have foreseen the coming years, which resulted in him 
joining Andrea Dovizioso in Ducati's factory team? Not that his 
path was straightforward; Petrucci came close to retiring from 
racing in 2014 s when a wrist injur/ necessitated a lengthy spell on 
the sidelines. Gut his brave, gutsy displays aboard CRT machinery 
earned hima call upto Pramac Racing in 2015, a yearin which he 
scored a memorable first podium at a wet Silverstone. Further 
podiums arrived in the following three years, with a second place 
at Le Mans, 2013, essentially earning him a spot in Ducati's factor/ 
ranks for 2019. Possessing a one-year deal, Petrucci knows he 
must meet Ducati's aims of regular top fives from the off.

The Catalanspent much of his 
early Grand Prix career swap ping classes, from 125ccto 250cc and 
then MotoGP™, as he stood in for an injured Mika Kallio in 2009 
while still ateenager. Hisfourshowings were enough to earn a full¬ 
time call up to Pramac Ducati racing and from there he has never 
looked back Espargaro won the coveted CRT title in MotoGP™ for 
two years running (2012 and 2013) before stellar performances 
aboard an “Open 1 Forward Yamaha in 2014, including a brilliant 
podiumfinish at Aragon, convinced Suzuki he couldleadthefactorVs 
comebacktothe premier class a year later. The rapid progress of the 
GSX-RR was partly d own to Es pa rgarc's s p eed. A switch to Aprilia in 
2017 led to the RS-GP enjoying a similar uplift in results. Now in his 
third year with Aprilia's factory team, regulartop sixes are a requisite.

But a su bseq uemt switch from SOOcc to 1 QOOcc 
engine capacity saw hits form revitalised, wtth the Englishman 
scoring six pod ums for the sate Hite squad in 2012 and 2013. A 
high-profile switch to Ducatis factory team in 2014 was tough at 
first, and shortlived, as he cnose to move to Luco Gecchinelto’s 
LCR Honda squad for 2015. Then his successes realy gained 
traction. Crutch low put a disastrous opening the year tin 2016 
oehind film to win races at Bmo - Britain's first in MotoGP since 
1331! - and Phillip Isla nd. Another folowed suit in Argentina 2013, 
as he consslentfy placed among the top five. A nasty right snlkfle 
fracture during free practice at Philip Island prematurely ended 
what was a strong year, and has tefthimiin a race to regain hits ful 
fitness for the start of 2013 season. Injuiry recovery asde, 
Crutchkiw's testing performs ncessuggest nel be as competitive 
as ever.

Home-Grown MotoAmerica Series Showcased At COTA 

The MotoAmerica Series On Track With MotoGP 

MotoAmerica brings its most competitive field to date to the Circuit of The Americas with the second round of 
the 2019 MotoAmerica EBC Brakes Superbike Championship set to share the weekend with the MotoGP 
World Championship. It will do so with a grid of riders whose resumes include a World Championship, five 
AMA Superbike Championships, four MotoAmerica Supersport titles, three MotoAmerica Superstock 1000 
Championships and a South African Superbike Championship. 

Led by three-time MotoAmerica Superbike Champion Cameron Beaubier and his rival Toni Elias, the 2010 
Moto2 World Champion and 2017 MotoAmerica Superbike Champion, the MotoAmerica EBC Brakes 
Superbike Championship storms into COTA for its second of 10 rounds and no one has a bigger target on his 
back than Elias. After all, Elias has won five of the last six MotoAmerica Superbike races held in the great 
state of Texas. 

In his debut in the series in 2016, Elias won both races at COTA. He copied that result in 2017 and a fourth- 
place finish in the first of the two races held here in the rain last year is the only blemish on his COTA resume. 
Elias stopped the brief losing streak when he went out and won Sunday’s second race in 2018. 

Elias, who hails from Spain but now calls Hermosa Beach, California, his home, is the lone World Champion 
(other than MotoAmerica President Wayne Rainey, who is a three-time World Champion) in the MotoAmerica 
paddock as he earned the first-ever Moto2 title in 2010. Elias will ride his Yoshimura Suzuki GSX-R1000 this 
weekend in an effort to win his sixth and seventh races at COTA. 

Beaubier comes in to the 2019 season as the defending class champion after taking the title from Elias, who 
had snatched it from Beaubier in 2017. Beaubier, who rides a Monster Energy/Yamalube/Yamaha Factory 
YZF-R1, won eight races last year en route to the title. Elias won nine races but was less consistent in 
finishing the title chase in second place. 

Josh Herrin, the 2013 AMA Superbike Champion and 2016 MotoAmerica Superstock 1000 Champion, had a 
breakout season last year in the MotoAmerica Superbike title chase, finishing the season ranked third. Herrin 
won two races along the way and his efforts earned him the coveted second seat on the Yoshimura Suzuki 
team, replacing the now-retired Roger Hayden. 

Mathew Scholtz won a South African title in his homeland in 2016 and has focused on the MotoAmerica Series 
ever since. He earned the 2017 Superstock 1000 Championship before switching full time to the Superbike 
class in 2018, where he finished fourth and earned Rookie of the Year honors. Scholz, who rides for the 
Westby Racing team, is the only rider to have beaten Elias at COTA when he won race one last year in the 
rain. 

Garrett Gerloff and JD Beach were teammates on the Graves Yamaha Supersport team in 2015, 2016 and 
2017, with Gerloff getting bumped up to the factory Yamaha Superbike team in 2018. Gerloff, a two-time 
MotoAmerica Supersport Champion, ended up fifth in his rookie season of Superbike racing while Beach 
earned his second MotoAmerica Supersport title. Now the two will be racing against each other on track again 
as Beach has moved up the Superbike class on his Estenson Racing/Attack Performance Yamaha YZF-R1. 

The other MotoAmerica Champion in this year’s EBC Brakes Superbike class is 2015 Superstock 1000 
Champion Jake Gagne. Gagne raced in the World Superbike Championship last year but returns to the U.S. 
for the 2019 season where he is racing a Scheibe Racing BMW S 1000 RR for the first time. 

Other MotoAmerica stars set to race for COTA glory are KWR Ducati’s Kyle Wyman, Fly Street Racing’s David 
Anthony and Sam Verderico, Omega Racing’s Cameron Petersen, M4 ECSTAR Suzuki’s Jake Lewis and 
Felipe MacLean, Thrashed Bike Racing’s Max Flinders, NapaValleyRacing.corn’s Roi Holster, MOBI BMW 
Racing’s Greg Arnold, Weir Everywhere Racing BMW’s Travis Wyman and Khalil Racing International’s Tawfik 
Khalil.

Health workers 
can now use mobile apps to collect this information, minimising the time-consuming data input process, and doing away with 
the need to transport forms overlong distances- meaning data is available for analysis instantly and with no risk of loss or 
damage. 

Using barcodes and digital vehicle trackers Riders can now better monitor vehicles and parts. They can track distance travelled 
and make sure vehicles are serviced on time and that replacement parts are available before they are needed. With this new 
technology health workers can know that their vehicles are always roadworthy and ready to get them to where they are needed. 

All this means that Riders for Health can be alerted to issues in the system or even potential outbreaks of disease much more 
quickly. 

This is a great example of technology being used in life saving work.

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Key Rules 


MotoGP™ 

MotoGP™ is the ultimate test for the finest talents in motorcycle racing, in which the maximum engine 
capacity is lOOOcc (4-stroke engines) and the minimum age for riders is 18. 

TECH SPEC 
Capacity: Up to lOOOcc 
Number of maximum cylinders: 4 
Maximum cylinder bore: 81 mm. 

Minimum weight: 150 kg (up to 800cc) and 157 kg (801 -1 OOOcc) 

Maximum number of engines available for use by each rider: In the MotoGP™ class the number 
of engines available for use by each rider is limited to 7 engines per permanent contracted rider for all 
the scheduled races of the season. The limit applies to all practice sessions and races at GP events, 
engines used for testing outside of GP events are not controlled. The following exception will apply: 
Contracted riders using machines from a Manufacturer who qualifies for concessions will be limited to 
9 engines for all of the scheduled races of a season. 

Concessions: Various concessions in the Sporting and Technical regulations are granted to new 
MotoGP™ Class manufacturers entering the category for the first time since 2013, and to those 
manufacturers who have not achieved a race win in dry conditions since the 2013 season. The 
granting and removal of concessions is based on the accrual by the manufacturer of Concession 
Points during races, in dry or wet conditions, taking into account all riders using that manufacturer’s 
machines. Concession points are cumulative over all seasons until such time as a manufacturer 
accumulates 6 Concession Points and therefore loses the concessions. When 6 Concession Points 
are gained and concessions lost, the points count for this manufacturer re-sets to zero. 

First place = 3 concession points 
Second place = 2 concession points 
Third place = 1 concession point 

Electronics: The entire MotoGP™ grid uses the unified software and hardware provided by Magneti 
Marelli. 

Fuel: The maximum fuel tank capacity in the MotoGP™ class is 22 litres. 

Tyres: Michelin is the sole tyre supplier to the MotoGP™ class. The base tyre allocation is as follows: 
During all practice sessions, warm up and the race a maximum of 22 slick tyres, of which 10 are front 
tyres and 12 are rear tyres. A maximum of 13 wet tyres is permitted, 6 front and 7 rear. 


Moto2™ 


Moto2™ bikes are powered by a 600cc 4-stroke engine, producing around 140hp. Triumph is the sole 
engine supplier. Dunlop provides the tyres, and the design and construction of the chassis is free 
within the constraints of the FIM Grand Prix Technical Regulations. The main frame, swingarm, fuel 
tank, seat and fairing/bodywork from a non-prototype (i.e. series production road-homologated) 
motorcycle may not be used. The minimum age for riders is 16. 

TECH SPEC 

Capacity: Up to 600cc 

Minimum weight: 217 kg (being the combined weight of the machine and rider, including the rider’s 
protective equipment, on-board camera, etc. Ballast may be added to achieve the minimum weight). 
Moto2™ Engine Supply: Moto2™ official engine only, supplied to the team on a random basis by the 
Technical Director - one bike per rider. 

Tyres: Dunlop is the sole tyre supplier to the Moto2™ class. Each rider is allotted a maximum of 17 
slick tyres, comprising 8 front tyres and 9 rear tyres. ‘Riders who participate in both Q1 and Q2 
qualifying sessions (maximum 4 riders) will be allocated one extra rear slick tyre of the soft (highest 
grip level) specification after Q2 (therefore, if taken, a maximum of 10 rear slick tyres). Wet tyre 
quantities are not restricted, however only the current specification of wet tyres from the Official tyre 
supplier may be used. The tyre supplier must have available 4 sets of wet tyres per rider. Tyres of the 
correct specification retained by the team from previous events may be used. 


Moto3™ 
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This 4-stroke, 250cc single-cylinder class replaced the 125cc GP category from 2012. The maximum 
age for riders is 28 years (25 for wild-card riders or those newly contracted and competing in a 
Moto3™ for the first time) and the minimum age is 16 years (although the winner of the FIM Junior 
Moto3 Championship or the Red Bull Rookies Cup is exempt from this rule). The riders are allowed 
one bike per weekend. 


TECH SPEC 

Capacity: Up to 250cc, single cylinder only, maximum engine RPM is 13,500 
Maximum cylinder bore: 81 mm. 

Minimum weight: 152 kg (Motorcycle + rider) 

Maximum number of engines available for use by each rider: The number of engines available to 
each contracted Moto3™ rider is limited to 6 for all of the scheduled races of the season. Engines are 
distributed to riders at random, to ensure equality of specification by their chosen manufacturer. 

Tyres: Dunlop is the sole tyre supplier to the Moto3™ class. Each rider is allotted a maximum of 17 
slick tyres, comprising 8 front tyres and 9 rear tyres. *Riders who participate in both Q1 and Q2 
qualifying sessions (maximum 4 riders) will be allocated one extra rear slick tyre of the soft 
specification (highest grip level of the 2 specifications available at that event) after Q2 (therefore, if 
taken, a maximum of 10 rear slick tyres). Wet tyre quantities are not restricted, however only the 
current specification of wet tyres from the Official tyre supplier may be used. The tyre supplier must 
have available 4 sets of wet tyres per rider. Tyres of the correct specification retained by the team 
from previous events may be used. 


Qualifying 


MotoGP™ 


There are three 45-minute Free Practice sessions, which on a regular race weekend will be held 
Friday morning and afternoon, as well as Saturday morning. The times set in those sessions count 
towards Qualifying, with the combined results determining whether a rider will participate in Q1 or Q2. 
Q1 consists of the riders whose times are 11 th place and below at the end of FP3, and is a 15-minute 
session. During this time riders have the incentive to qualify for Q2, which the two fastest of the 
session will contest. This results in 12 riders contesting the final 15-minute Q2 session, to determine 
the starting order at the front. The riders not in the fastest two places in Q1 will take grid positions 13 
and below according to their placement in Q1. To accommodate for any unforeseen changes or 
necessary adjustments, there is a 30-minute Free Practice 4 held before the two Qualifying sessions. 
This is not timed, nor does it count towards which Qualifying Practice a rider will take part in. 

1. The combined times from the three practice sessions will determine participation in the final 
qualifying practice. 

2. The ten fastest riders will be seeded through to Qualifying Practice 2 (Q2). 

3. All other riders will take part in Qualifying Practice 1 (Q1). 

4. The fastest two riders in Q1 will progress to Q2, making a total of 12 riders competing for the first 
12 grid positions. 

5. The riders not in the fastest two places in Q1 will take grid positions 13 and above according to 
their times in Q1. 

Moto2™ and Moto3™ 

To qualify for the race, a rider must achieve a time at least equal to 107% of the time recorded by the 
fastest rider in the same session, in any one of the three Free Practice sessions (FP1, FP2, FP3). 
Grid positions will be determined by the fastest lap time recorded by each rider in the Free Practice 
(FP) sessions and two Qualifying (QP) sessions as follows: 

• Based on combined practice times, the 14 fastest riders in FP1, FP2, and FP3 go through to 


QP2. 


• All other riders take part in QP1. The fastest 4 riders from QP1 progress to QP2. 

• The 18 riders in QP2 will take the first 18 grid positions according to their fastest lap time in 


QP2. 



y/notoGP 
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• If a rider does not record a lap time in QP2 he/she will start from 18th grid position. In the 
case of more than one rider not recording a QP2 time, their grid positions from 18 upwards 
will be determined by their combined lap times of FP1, FP2 and FP3. 

• The riders not in the first 4 positions of QP1 will take grid positions 19 and onwards according 
to their fastest lap time in QP1. If any qualified riders do not record a lap time in QP1 they will 
start from the back of the grid, in order of their combined times from FP1, FP2, and FP3. 

Common Race Procedures 



Wet and dry races: All races are categorised as either wet or dry. A board may be displayed on the 
grid to indicate the status of the race. If no board is displayed, the race is automatically dry. The 
purpose of this classification is to indicate to riders the consequence of varying weather conditions, as 
a race will not be interrupted for climatic reasons (resulting in flag-to-flag racing). 

‘Flag to flag’ racing (MotoGP™ only): If rain falls during a dry MotoGP™ race a white flag is shown, 
indicating that riders are allowed into the pits to swap the motorcycle on which they started the race 
for an identical one, as long as the tyres are different (e.g. from slicks or wets, or vice versa). This 
means that once a race is started, it will be finished without interruption unless a red flag is shown. 

Interruption of a race: 

If the Race Director decides to interrupt a race at any point from the start of the warm up lap onwards, 
then red flags will be displayed at the finish line and at all marshals’ posts and he will switch on the 
red lights around the circuit. Riders must immediately slow down and return to the pit lane. The results 
will be the results taken at the last point where the leader and all other active riders on the same lap 
as the leader had completed a full lap without the red flag being displayed. 

Exceptions: 

i.) if the race is interrupted after the chequered flag, the following procedure will apply: 

1. For all the riders to whom the chequered flag was shown before the interruption, a partial 
classification will be established at the end of the last lap of the race. 

2. For all the riders to whom the chequered flag was not shown before the interruption, a partial 
classification will be established at the end of the penultimate lap of the race. 

3. The complete classification will be established by combining both partial classifications as per the 
lap/time procedure. 

ii) In an interrupted race, if the leader and all active riders on the same lap have completed a full lap 
before the red flag is displayed, and at that time there is a rider in pit lane which closes due to the red 
flag without the rider crossing a timekeeping point, the results will be taken from the last timekeeping 
point that the race leader and all other active riders on the same lap as the leader have crossed. 

If there is a problem with a rider’s timekeeping transponder, the results will be taken from the previous 
finish line results. 

At the time the red flag is displayed, riders who are not actively competing in the race will not be 
classified. 

Within 5 minutes after the red flag has been displayed, riders who have not entered the pit lane 
crossing the designated pit lane entry timekeeping point riding on their motorcycle, will not be 
classified. 

MotoGP™ Class Race - Interrupted Race Classifications: 

The regulations currently allow for multiple restarts of interrupted MotoGP™ class races with the 
possibility of multiple restarted races. In a situation where it was not possible to restart any of these 
races it has been decided that a result will only be based on the results of a previous race if five or 
more laps had been completed. 

Restarting a race that has been interrupted: The grid position will be based on the finishing order 
of the first race. Riders who are classified 1 lap down will start the restarted race from Pit Lane. 
Riders who are classified 2 laps down will not be eligible to restart. 

Ride Through Procedure: A ‘Ride-Through’ penalty can be imposed on a rider by Race Direction if, 
for example, he has jumped the start and left his starting position before the red lights go off to signal 
the race has commenced. 
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During the race, the rider will be requested to ride through the pit lane and may then re-join his fellow 
competitors on track. Stopping is not permitted and the rider must respect the 60km/h speed limit in 
the pit lane. In case of infraction of this speed limit, the ride-through procedure will be repeated; and in 
the case of a second infraction of this speed limit, the black flag signifying disqualification will be 
shown to the rider. 

After notification has been made to the rider’s team that a ride through penalty is being imposed, a 
yellow board displaying the riders' numbers will be shown at the finish line and the information will 
also be displayed on the timekeeping monitors and dashboards. Failure by the relevant rider to ride 
through the pits, having been shown the board 5 times, will result in that rider being shown the black 
flag. 

In the case where the race organisation has been unable to carry out the ride-through penalty before 
the end of the race, the relevant rider will be inflicted with a time penalty as determined by Race 
Direction to reflect the ride through time, and notified to teams before the race. 

Points: For each race, Championship points will be awarded on the following scale: 

1 st 25 points 

2 nd 20 points 

3 rd 16 points 

4 th 13 points 

5 th 11 points 

6 th 10 points 

7 th 9 points 

8 th 8 points 

9 th 7 points 

10 th 6 points 
11 th 5 points 

12 th 4 points 

13 th 3 points 

14 th 2 points 

15 th 1 point 

Results in all races will count for the Championship classification. In the event of a tie in the number 
of points, the final positions will be decided on the basis of the number of best results (number of first 
places, number of second places etc.). In the event that there is still a tie then, the date in the 
Championship at which the highest place was achieved will be taken into account with precedence 
going to the latest result. 

Flags and Lights 

Marshals and other officials display flags or lights to provide information and/or convey instructions to 
the riders. 

All flags are presented waved. 

Flags and Lights Used to Provide Information: 

• Green Flag: The track is clear. This flag must be waved at each flag marshal post for the first 
lap of each practice session and of the warm up, for the sighting lap and for the warm up lap. 
This flag must be shown waved at the flag marshal post immediately after the incident that 
necessitated the use of one or more yellow flags. This flag may be waved at pit exit, in 
conjunction with the official signal of the green light, as an extra signal that pit lane exit is 
open. 

• Yellow and Red Striped Flag: The adhesion on this section of the track could be affected by 
any reason other than rain. This flag must be shown waved at the flag marshal post. 

• White Flag with diagonal red cross (stroke width of the cross: between 10 and 13 cm). 
Drops of rain on this section of the track. This flag must be waved at the flag marshal post. 

• White Flag with diagonal red cross (stroke width of the cross: between 10 and 13 cm) 

• Yellow and Red Striped Flag Rain on this section of the track. These flags must be waved 
together at the flag marshal post. 

• Blue Flag Waved at the flag marshal post, this flag indicates to a rider that he is about to be 
overtaken. During the practice sessions, the rider concerned must keep his line and slow 
down gradually to allow the faster rider to pass him. During the race, the rider concerned is 
about to be lapped. Fie must allow the rider(s) lapping him to pass at the earliest opportunity, 
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and passing within a group of lapped riders is forbidden under the blue flag. Waved at a 
marshal post after the pit lane exit, this flag indicates to a rider exiting pit lane that riders are 
approaching on track. The rider exiting pit lane must do so safely and without disturbing riders 
on track. 

• Chequered Black / White Flag This flag will be waved at the finish line to indicate the finish 
of race or practice session. 

• Chequered Black / White Flag and Blue Flag The chequered black/white flag will be waved 
together with the blue flag at the finish line on track level when a rider(s) precedes closely the 
leader during the final lap before the finish line. 

• Green Light This light must be switched on at the pit lane exit to signal the start of each 

practice session and of the warm up, the start of the sighting lap(s) and the start of the warm 

up lap. 

• Flashing Blue Lights Will be switched on at the pit lane exit at all time during practices and 
races, except when the red light is displayed. 

Flags Which Convey Information and Instructions: 

• Yellow Flag Waved at each row of the starting grid, this flag indicates that the start of the 

race is delayed. Waved at one row (or more) of the starting grid, this flag indicates that a rider 

on that row is having difficulties. A single yellow flag waved at the flag marshal post indicates 
that there is a danger ahead beside the track. Two yellow flags waved together at the flag 
marshal post indicate that there is a hazard wholly or partly blocking the track. The waving of 
a single or a double yellow flag does not signify a degree of danger, but only the location of 
the incident. The riders must slow down and be prepared to stop. Overtaking is forbidden up 
until the point where the green flag is waved. Any infringement of this rule during a practice 
session will result in the cancellation of the time of the lap during which the infraction 
occurred. An infringement of this rule during the race will result in a penalty. If a change of 
position penalty is imposed, the penalty will be communicated via dashboard signals (where 
possible) and boards will be displayed for the rider on the finish line during a maximum of 3 
laps, indicating the number of positions the rider must go back. If the rider does not go back 
after the board has been presented 3 times, he will be penalized by a ride through penalty. In 
both cases, further penalties may also be imposed. If immediately after having overtaken, the 
rider realizes that he committed an infraction, he must raise his hand and let the rider(s) that 
he has overtaken pass him back. In this case, no penalty will be imposed. During the final 
inspection lap, this flag must be waved at the exact place where the flag marshal will be 
positioned during the practices, the warm ups and races. 

• White Flag Waved at the flag marshal post during the race, this flag indicates that the riders 
are allowed to change machine. Only Race Direction can take this decision. 

• Red Flag and Red Lights When the race or practice is being interrupted, the red flag will be 
waved at each flag marshal post and the red lights around the track will be switched on. 
Riders must return slowly to the pits. When the pit-lane exit is closed, the light will be switched 
on, and the red flag may be used in conjunction with the official red light signal. Riders are not 
allowed to exit the pit lane. The red flag will be shown motionless at the back of the starting 
grid at the end of the sighting lap. The red flag will be shown motionless at the front of the 
starting grid at the end of the warm up lap. The red flag may also be used to close the track. 
The red lights will be switched on at the start line for between 2 and 5 seconds to start each 
race. 

• Black Flag This flag is used to convey instructions to one rider only and is waved at each flag 
marshal post together with the rider’s number. The rider must stop at the pits at the end of the 
current lap and cannot restart, when this flag results from a penalty. This flag can also be 
presented to a rider for a reason other than a penalty, eg. to rectify a non-dangerous technical 
problem such as a transponder problem, or to indicate to a rider on the warm up lap arriving 
at pit lane entry after the safety car, that they must enter pit lane. 

• Black Flag with orange disk (0 40 cm) This flag is used to convey instructions to one rider 
only and is waved at each flag marshal post together with the rider’s number. This flag 
informs the rider that his motorcycle has mechanical problems likely to endanger himself or 
others, and that he must immediately leave the track.

FIM Enel MotoE™ World Cup: a new class of competition 
A few questions are answered about the upcoming electric racing series 

Why MotoE™? There are currently more than a billion vehicles on Earth. If the rate of 
growth within the mobility sector continues increasing as it has, that number could rise to 
three billion vehicles within the next thirty years. This sharply increases the need for 
sustainable mobility and is driving manufacturers towards more economically friendly 
solutions. Of those, one of the most important is the dawn of electric mobility. 

This is why Dorna Sports are launching the FIM Enel MotoE™ World Cup in 2019. Rooted in 
cutting edge technology, the zero-emissions series aims to take alternative vision of racing 
onto the track. Competing as a new class at FIM MotoGP™ World Championship events, 
MotoE™ will be a globally visible example of high-octane yet zero-emission motorsport - 
benefitting from MotoGP™’s state-of-the-art TV production and substantial communication 
platform. Dorna is also analysing how to reduce carbon emissions generated by the 
infrastructure and logistical demands of MotoGP™. 

2018 FIM Enel MotoE World Cup Demonstration Laps: In 2018, spectators had the 
chance to get a sneak peek of what is coming this year. Each Grand Prix hosted a 
Demonstration lap in which ex World Championship riders and winners lapped with the 
Energica EgoCorsa (made by Energica Company) right before the MotoGP race. These 
were the chosen riders: Simon Crafar, Sebas Porto, Colin Edwards, Nico Terol, Randy De 
Puniet, Max Biaggi, Alex Criville, Jurgen van den Goorbergh, Sandro Cortese, Randy 
Mamola, Alex Hofmann, Neil Hodgson, Franco Uncini, Fonsi Nieto, Ratthapark Wilairot, 
Tetsuya Harada, Mick Doohan, Zulfahmi Khairuddin, and Jorge Martinez ‘Aspar’. 

Races: Races are proposed as 8-10 laps in duration. Any evolution achieved in terms of the 
bike or power will be used to improve out-and-out performance rather than increase the lap 
count of races. 

In 2019, five rounds will be held at five of the European circuits on the MotoGP™ calendar: 
Jerez, Le Mans, Sachsenring, Red Bull Ring and Misano (with 2 races). This leaves huge 
scope for MotoE™ in the future; beginning in Europe with a view to growing worldwide. 
Practice sessions will take place on Friday, qualifying on Saturday and races on Sunday. 
Before the inaugural MotoE™ season begins, the second official test for riders and teams is 
taking place at the Circuito de Jerez-Angel Nieto mid March. 

Teams: The grid will be made up of 18 bikes, distributed as follows: 

Teams with two MotoE™ entries: Tech 3 Racing, LCR Team, Alma Pramac Racing, 
Esponsorama Racing, Gresini Racing, Angel Nieto Team. 

Teams with a single MotoE™ entry: Sepang International Circuit, Marc VDS Racing 
Team, Ajo Motorsport, Pons Racing, Dynavolt Intact GP, SIC58 Squadra Corse. 

Riders: Riders are contracted by the teams and are required to have sufficient experience in 
the world of two-wheeled racing - creating an incredible level of competition from the outset. 
This is the provisional starting list as of January 14 th 2019.

MEDIA PASSES 

The Media Pass is for the exclusive use of the accredited media. 

The purpose of this pass is to allow the media to work easily in each area of the circuit in accordance 
with safety rules and their professional needs, providing the following advantages: 

> Granted seat in the Media Centre with priority in booking a working place in the Press Room. 

> Granted entry to the Press Conference Room. 

> Granted shuttle service for photographers, only holders of these media passes are allowed on the 
Photo Shuttle Buses (Full & Track Media Passes only). 

> Granted access to the Podium Ceremony (Full & Track Media Passes only, no vest necessary). 

> Photographers who are Permanent Pass Holders will have priority in booking lockers for their 
photo equipment. 
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The Media Passes have four different access levels: 

> Full Media Pass (orange): 

• Media Centre & Paddock and Track 

• Pit Lane access on Friday all day and on Saturday until the Qualifying starts 

• Podium Ceremony 

• (Limited access to Pit Lane during midday break and once all MotoGP Sessions are over) 

> Track Media Pass (blue): 

• Media Centre & Paddock and Track 

• Podium Ceremony 

• (Limited access to Pit Lane during midday break and once all MotoGP Sessions are over) 

> Paddock Media Pass (green): 

• Media Areas & Paddock (No Pit Lane and nor Track access) 

> Media Vest: 

ALWAYS MUST BE ACCOMPANIED WITH A PASS. 

RESTRICTIONS IN PIT LANE: DUE TO THE TEST OF BIKE CHANGE 
PROCEDURES, THE ACCESS TO THE MOTOGP PIT LANE DURING SOME 
SESSIONS WILL BE RESTRICTED TO ACCREDITED PRINTED MEDIA. ONLY

WORKING OR PREMIUM/GUEST PASSES WITH “M” STICKER & MEDIA CARDS 
Holders of Working or Premium/Guest passes with “M” sticker or Media Cards have access to the 
Media Centre with the following restrictions: 

> No priority to book a working place, they must share the seats available for teams in specific rows 
of tables. 

> Access to the Press Conference Room is not granted. However, one team representative such as 
the team manager, team PR or special guests will be authorized by MotoGP Media Officer. 

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS FOR ALL PASS HOLDERS: 

MotoGP IS DANGEROUS 

Due to the elevated number of media staff, the dangerous nature of motorsports, and the limited 
physical spaces that make up the working areas (many of which are in an active area with bikes or 
other vehicles circulating), Dorna reserves the right to modify and/or restrict the number of 
photographers or media staff allowed in the different working areas. Dorna will inform accordingly of 
the restrictions or modifications to be applied in all specific cases. 

All Media must stand behind the last line of protection, or as indicated by the security staff or by the 
track marshals. In case of disagreement with a marshal or a circuit security staff, please notify the 
MotoGP Media Officer immediately, or someone from Dorna Events or Security department. We will 
try to clarify the situation as soon as possible. 

It is strictly prohibited to take photographs using (climbing on, standing on) any kind of advertising 
structure and/or safety equipment on the track. Do not climb on fences, walls, or trees. Be safe at all 
times. Accidents have happened. 

If you are using a scooter, please ride safely, there are many pedestrians who do not see you 
approaching and many other people on scooters. There may be a lot of traffic. Avoid ALL accidents. 


PROFESSIONAL BEHAVIOUR 

Improper or unprofessional behaviour on Circuit premises will not only be counted negatively on your 
future accreditation requests, but it will also lead to further limitations in working spaces and privileges 
(not just for you, but for everyone). Please don’t let your behaviour affect the whole body of Media 
workers. 


ACCESS TO STARTING GRID 

Please use this privilege strictly for professional reasons. If you are allowed to go to the starting grid it 
is because we understand you have to carry out some professional tasks. If you are there for your 
own pleasure (taking photos with Smartphones) and not really carrying out a specific duty as a 
member of the Media, you will be asked to leave the Starting Grid. 


ACCESS TO PODIUM 
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Dorna will inform about access points to the Pit Lane to shoot the Podium Ceremony and special 
photographers’ zones if any. 

ACCESS TO PIT LANE 

All photographers with media vest are asked to stay off the path of the bikes on pit lane. Do not stand 
in front or behind the bikes on pit lane during the warm up nor the race. During the authorized times of 
Pit Lane, you may stand on the pit wall or on the walls of the pit garages, but never in front of the 
bikes nor in front of the pit garages. Pit Lane cannot be accessed during MotoGP Q1, Q2, Warm Up 
and Wet Races. 


ACCESS TO PARC FERME 

Parc Ferme is a very crowded and complicated working space, so please, only go to Parc Ferme if 
you have the strict professional need to go. You can only stand in the space for photographers 
(behind the barrier once all the bikes are inside the Parc Ferme). If you are standing in any other 
unauthorized area, you will be immediately removed from there, and your pass will be taken. 


FILMING IMAGES OR RECORDING AUDIOS 

YOU CANNOT RECORD ANY IMAGES INSIDE THE CIRCUIT, NOT EVEN FOR YOUR OWN 
PERSONAL USE. YOU CANNOT POST ANY FOOTAGE ON ANY WEBSITE OR ON ANY SOCIAL 
MEDIA CHANNEL (EVEN IF ITS A PERSONAL ACCOUNT) 

No media is allowed to record not to display/upload any footage (even recorded with a Smartphone) 
or audios unless there is a contract between the Media company and Dorna. This relates not only to 
track images but to all and any footage taken at the Circuits during the running of a Grand Prix and 
official Tests, (including Paddock Media Centre, Service Road, Pit Garages, and Parking). Please 
contact mediasales@dorna.com for any query and/or footage/audio needs._ 


SCOOTERS 

The use of a motorcycle crash helmet is MANDATORY for everyone when circulating on the track of 
the circuit (the racing track itself), anytime. 

The use of scooters has been dramatically reduced to avoid elevated traffic and accidents. Please, if 
you ride a scooter, limit your riding to the strict work necessities and avoid circulating in journeys in 
which you could walk (to press conferences, team hospitalities, etc)
